A Visit to Ihiiuth. 
The writer had the pleasure of v i­ 
siting Duluth on Tuesday, and in 
v iewing the many improv ements which 
are going on in that prosperous and 
growing city at the head of the lakes, 
and to a person who seldom leav es 
their own bustling little city and then 
bent on business only, it is a treat to 
meet with people like those who liv e 
in the coming metropolis of the state. 
Duluth is a great city and progress is 
apparent in the increasing population, 
pretentious and costly building im­ 
prov ements, enhanced

v alues, the upbuilding of the suburbs, 
the intro^ktion of new mechanical 
v entures and the substantial expan­ 
sion of the old, all of which afford 
abundant proofs of a permanency that 
is better than boom und a far more 
satisfactory assurance for the future 
Combined with these are the adv ant­ 
ages reaped by the city from the 
dev elopment of the lake mining region 
and also from the northern timber 
belt—which is not quarter denuded 
yet.

The city council held a regular ses­ 
sion on Monday, the members all be­ 
ing present except Aid. Towers and 
Johnson. 
The usual routine of ap­

A gentleman from Bradford, Isanti 
county, writes the following letter to 
the Princeton Union, and as it is from 
a straight alliance man it will be read 
with considerable interest: 
A few of us alliance men in this 
county hav e known you for years, and 
we know your heart is in the right 
place. 
We also know that the Union 
has ev er espoused the cause of the 
farmers, and we only wish you would 
make it an out-and-out alliance paper. 
Howev er, you use ps v ery fairly, and 
I for one, hav e no reason to complain. 
What I wanted to say was this: Up 
until a year ago I hav e acted with the 
republican party; last fall I, in com­ 
mon with many of my neighbors, 
v oted the alliance ticket. 
I did not 
join the alliance for the purpose of 
aiding the democrats, but with the 
sole object of bettering the condition 
of the farmers. 
Up until four years 
ago Isanti has beeen almost solidly 
republican—it was the banner repub­ 
lican county, in proportion to its 
population, of the 6tate. 
Now, we 
were in hopes of carrying this county 
for the alliance people in 189 2, but 
our hopes hav e v anished. 
The com­ 
bine with the democrats in the legisla­ 
ture hurt us greatly, and the proposed 
fusion with the democrats next year 
hurts us still more 
Mr. Stiv ers and 
others like him will find that wo can 
v ote intelligently ev en if wo are only 
fit to pick potatoe bugs. 
I predict 
that if our leaders attempt to sell us 
out to the Jim Hills ana Pat Kellys 
of the rotten democracy that the re­ 
publicans will hav e their old time 
majority m Isanti county. 
We are 
fighting for principles and not for the 
offices. 
The democrats are like a pack 
of hungry wolv es—they are hungry 
for the spoils of office, v ery hungry.

Duluth is a great city and progress is

lit to pick potatoo bugs. I predict 
that if our leaders attempt to sell us 
out to the Jim Hills and Pat Kellys 
of the rotten democracy that the re­ 
publicans will have their old time 
majority in Isanti county. 
We are 
fighting for principles and not for the 
offices. The democrats are like a pack 
of hungry wolves—they are hungry 
for tfie spoils of office, very hungry’. 
If the democrats had acted with the 
alliance members of the last legisla­ 
ture we would have had an interest 
law that would have been some good. 
But the majority of the democratic 
members were the willing slaves of 
the corporations. Their records prove 
it. No, no fusion in mine. When 
the fusion takes place I and scores of 
my neighbors will return to the re­ 
publican fold. The republican party 
is not always right, but as a party it 
is far preferable to the moss-covered, 
rmg-ridden party of Bosses Hill and 
Kelly.

circulating are admitte« ! to be synonymous.

IS THE LOTTERY LAW VALID 


A Cogent Argument Against Its Constitu­ 
tionality—An Exhaustive, Learned 
and Logical 


Presentation of the Case Against the Law— 
It is Argued That Congress Transcended 
Its Constitutional Powers in 
Passing It.

H onorable Jam es C. Carter, th e em inent 
Jurist of New Y ork city, bas filed a very 
able, learned and interesting brief in the 
suprem e court of th e U nited States on the 
question of th e co nstitutionality of th e lot­ 
tery law . 
M r. C arter’s client, George W . 
D upre, was indicted Feb. IU, 1891, in the 
circuit court o f the U nited States for the 
eastern district of Louisiana, for m ailing a 
new spaper containing an advertisem ent o f a 
lottery, contrary to the provisions o f section 
3894 of Revised Statutes of the U nited States. 
H e dem urred to th e indictm ent, and his de­ 
m u rrer was, 
upon argum ent, overruled, 
and he was ordered to plead thereto, and 
was th ere u jo n surrendered by bis bail and 
com m itted to the custody of th e U nited 
States m arshal to be beld u n til discharged 
in due course of law. 
Ile thereupon filed bis petition in th e su­ 
prem e court praying for a habeas corpus 
and certiorari to the end that be m ig h t be 
discharged from his im prisonm ent. 
Tho 
ground of his petition is th a t th e statute 
under w hich lie was indicted is unconstitu­ 
tional and void. 
T he provisions of the lottery law are so 
well know n to th e public th at they do not 
need to be re b a te d here. 
I ii his first point in presenting the case to 
the court, Mr. ('arter defines th e j»ower of 
congress as lim ited in two ways: 
First, it 
can exercise no power w hich has not been 
conferred 
upon it by 
th e constitution. 
Second, it cannot exercise the power* w hich 
have been thus bestowed in way* or for 
purpose? w hich the constitution forbids. 
Ilia first proposition is th at the statute in 
question (ii. 8 „ sec. 38D4) is Invalid, as be­ 
ing an attem p t to exercise pow er not con­ 
ferred upon congress. 
In support of this proposition Mr. Carter 
■ays: 
it is not denied th at congress, in the ex­ 
ercise of tlie power conferred upon it by 
the constitution to establish postoffices, 
and J Kist road.*, is clothed w ith tne full in ­ 
cidental flower o f regulating such offices 
and roads; in other words, mast se n ice. 
Nor is it denied th at this incidental power 
of regulation embrace* the pow er o f so 
lim iting the carriage of m utter by m ail as 
Pi render th at service practicable; and con­ 
sequently em braces a pow er of excluding 
m atter from the m ails for th at purpose ami 
lo that extent. 
W hat we do assert is that 
any incidental 
powers w hich 
congress 
m ay thus exercise m ust be such oply ar, in 
the

th at by m ail was by far the principal m ode. 
It included letters, new spapers and packets. 
I he statute forbids the carriage by m ail 
,ll,vvsJ'af'er. circular, pam phlet or 
publication ut any kind containing m atter 
concerning, it may be, a thousand subjects, 
if it also contains any ’‘advertisem ent oi any 
lottery or gilt enterprise of any kind offer­ 
ing prizes dependent upon any lot or chance 
or containing any list of the prizes aw ard­ 
ed at the draw ings of any such lottery or 
gift enterprise." 
Thus, no m an can circu­ 
late a new spaper in any state except upon 
condition tliat he consents to forego the 
benefit to be derived from any such adver­ 
tisem ent, although 
IT MAY BK ENTIRELY LEGAL 
in such state. 
Of course the conditions 
m ay, ii th is be allowed, be extended to any 
other advertisem ent relating to any busi­ 
ness or subject; and thus the pow er is d rect- 
Jy asserted by this legislation of congress to 
control the character of the w hole newspa- 
per pres*; for no one will pretend th at th a 
publication ot new spapers is possible, on 
any large scale, it the benefit oi the m ail 
service is denied to them , 
lf this pow er 
exists, w hat stands in the way of excluding 
new spapers which contain m atters advoca­ 
ting the tariff or free trade,or the doctrines, 
or the candidates of a particular party? 
A nd stdi lurtlier: 
th e statute creates a 
censorship. 
H ad it forbidden only the de­ 
positing in the m ail of the m utter described, 
it m ight be urged th at every one was at lib­ 
erty to m ake such deposit, subject to the 
hazard of being indicted and punished, 
and, therefore, th at there was no previous 
restraint.

lodged exclusively with the state govern­ 
ments.

against by that instrum ent than the notion 
that the states had parted with any ol their 
governm ental rights over tile conduct of 
th eir own citizens upon their own soil, ex 
cept in respect to such concerns as were ex­ 
pressly intrusted to the federal government. 
Iii respect to ali rights other than those 
thus excepted, that government was to be 
as absolutely powerless os if it were a for­ 
eign Slate. 
T" la-riow Hie language cd Mr. 
’i'm-f Justice Waite in the United Mates vs. 
iu kriiank (92 U. 8. 542. 550): “ W it h i n the 
*cope oi ifs powers, as enumerated and de­ 
fined, it is Mijirenie above the states; but 
beyond, it has no existence.” 
W hether a citizen of Louisiana, or of 
Maine, m ay carry-on the lottery business, 
or do any aet ?n the transaction off any 
business w ith h lottery, 
m ust there ore 
depend on the laws of those states respect­ 
ively.

A b ou t Onions. 
The growing of onion seta is often a 
very p rofitable branch of gardening, 
and m ay be p ursued with equal suc­ 
cess on either a large or small scale, as 
they can alw ays lie m arketed readily 
in any quantity. There are two ways 
in which t he sets m ay l*e p roduced, 
and two distinct kinds ot onions are 
used in the p rocess. One is from seeds 
of ordinary kinds of onions sown very 
thick, causing them to crowd each 
other and m ature early. This is as- 
>isted by p ulling up the young p lants, 
laying them on the ground so th a t the 
top or green p art will die away, and 
thus leaving n small p erfect onion, 
such as is used for p ickling, These 
smalt bulbs, if p lanted again the fol­ 
lowing sp ring, will grow on and form 
onions just as if raised from the seed. 
A large p ortion of onion sets, however, 
is the p roduct of the “ to p ” or “tree 
o n io n .’ rl)ie onion has the singular 
p rop erty ot p roducing a t the top of 
its Mower ? stalk, instead of seed, a 
m ass of sm all onions th a t are saved 
and used for sets. This sort is hardy 
enough to stand out of doors ail win­ 
ter, and is the kind m ostly 
used by 
m arket gardeners for 
young green 
onions in the sp ring. This is seldom 
IIse« 1 for the main crop , as it does not

other, and a very effective way. is to 
lay a piece of bnrglar-alarm m atting 
under the carpet in front of any w in­ 
dow to lie protected. 
Burglar-alarm 
m atting 
consists 
of 
thin 
strips 
of wool and springs, so arranged th a t 
any pressure on them closes the 
circuit. H lese m ats can be placed on 
the stairs or scattered about the 
house, and as the carpet covers them 
and there is not m eans of detecting 
their presence it is nearly an impossi­ 
bility for anyone to move about the 
house w ithout ringing the alarm , even 
if lie could manage to effect an en­ 
trance. 
The 
latest 
alarm system 
makes these various de\ices active or 
inoperative by the simple pressure of 
a button. This operates a drop th a t 
closes the necessary circuits for p u t­ 
ting the whole system of alarm s in 
working order for th** night. 
After 
this has been doue no one can enter 
tile building, even if the wires leading 
to the door and window springs are 
in full sight. There is also a sil**nt 
alarm connected to the police station, 
but i-hould this circuit become broken 
or t ut an audible alarm on the o u t­ 
side of the building still insures pro­ 
tection.

m ust be adm itted th a t it is a serious 
m atter to quarrel with a “dead sure” 
iving, scant as it may be. 
Discon­ 
tent leads to restlessness, and to un­ 
wise forsaking of w hat is in hand. 
Every year in some, if not iii m any, 
p arts of the east, the “ western fever” 
rages and claims its victims. 
H asty 
m igrations have been m ade to some 
supposed land of promise iii the west, 
ami tin- result in m any cases was 
disastrous. 
Blanding upon the rolling prairie, 
the richest land of this continent, 
where the prairie rolled on to a high 
hill, the writer has had {Minted out to 
him 12 abandoned farms, and Ie has 
also sei*u F»n this prairie land more 
poverty, discontent, discom fort than 
eau he found in an agricultural area 
of the same extent in New England, or 
any p art of the east.

unless he has capital to help him; and 
a bare jiving on Hie prairie, obtained 
from the prairie, ia the nearest to 
nothing th a t ever man had to contend 
with. The prairie buds and blossoms 
tike a garden, but not. without h<-!p. 
Therefore, let every farm er who can 
com m and a living, scant though it 
may he, cling to it, think twice a hun­ 
dred times before he abandons it.

About Onions. 
The growing of onion sets is often a 
very profitable branch of gardening, 
and m ay be pursued with equal suc­ 
cess on either a large or small scale, as 
they ran alw ays be m arketed readily 
in any quantity. There are two ways 
in which the sets m ay he produced, 
and tw o distinct kinds of onions are 
used in the process. One is from seeds 
of ordinary kinds of onions sown very 
thick, causing them to crowd each 
other and m ature early. This is as­ 
sisted by pulling up the young plants, 
laying them on the ground so th a t the 
top or green p art will die aw ay, and 
thus leaving a small perfect onion, 
such as is used for pickling, These 
small bulbs, if planted again I he fol­ 
low ing spring, will grow on and form 
onions just as if raised from the seed. 
A large port ion of onion sets, however, 
is the product of the “ to p ” or “tree 
onion.” 
rl he onion has the singular 
property of producing a t th** top of 
its flower f stalk, instead of seed, a 
m ass of sm all onions th a t are saved 
and use*! for sets. This so rt is hardy 
enough to stand out of doors all win­ 
ter, and is the kind m ostly used by 
m arket gardeners for 
young green 
onions in th e spring. This is seldom 
used for th** main crop, as it does not 
form so perfect a bulb is the other.—

How to F orm a P erfe c t Hedjje 
T o have a hedge dp its best, whether 
deciduous or evergreen, it should he 
pruned 
tw'n-e a season. The first 
pruning should be done before growth 
has stopped, the second about the 
close of summer, after the length of 
growth has been com pleted fe rtile 
season. On the m ethod Joseph Mee­ 
han writes as follows in Practical 
Farm er: A hedge to be js-rfeet m ust 
be broader at the base than at any 
other p art. 
Summer pruning, th a t is, 
the first one, is m ainly to thicken the 
hedge and stengthen the base. To do 
this, tie -top and m ost of the upper 
branches are clipped off then, while 
the lower ones are touched but little 
in an old hedge, and not at 
young one iii 
which 
the 
shA|h- 
has

formed. 
As 
soon as 
the tops are cut away 
the sap flows to those 
remaining, 
greatly invigorating them . 
In old 
hedges w here shape and bushiness ha vc 
already been attained, the whole of 
the hedge'm ay be trim m ed bat'V Vo, 
thicken it, pqt let th^ severest chitting 
be at the top. Fo,u every bran* h cut 
off half a dozen new ques form ,sa th a t 
iii time the hedge becomes sp dens© 
th a t a bird can hardly fly through it.

W hen 
all growth h»e stopped, which wfil hp

Dupre, was indicted Feb. 19, 1891, in the 
circuit court o f the U nited State* for the 
eastern district of Louisiana, for m ailing a 
newspaper containing an advertisem ent o f a 
lottery, contrary to the provisions o f section 
3894 of Revised Statutes of the United States. 
H e demurred to the indictm ent, and his de­ 
murrer was, 
upon argument, overruled, 
and he was ordered to plead thereto, and 
was thereupon surrendered by his bail and 
com m itted to the custody of the United 
States marshal to be held until discharged 
in due course of law. 
H e thereupon filed his petition in the su­ 
preme court praying for a habeas corpus 
and certiorari to tlie end that be m ight be 
discharged from his im prisonm ent. 
Tho 
ground ot bis petition is that the statute 
under w hich he was indicted is unconstitu­ 
tional and void. 
Tfie provisions of the lottery law are so 
well known to the public that they do not 
need to be reflated here. 
In his first point in presenting the case to 
the court, Mr. Carter defines tha power of 
congress as lim ited in two ways: 
First, it 
can exercise no power which has not been 
conferred 
upon it by 
the constitution. 
Second, it cannot exercisethe powers w hich 
have been thus bestowed in ways or for 
purpose- which the constitution forbids. 
H is first proposition is that the statute in 
question (K. 8„ sec. 3894) is Invalid, as be­ 
ing an attem pt to exercise power not con­ 
ferred upon congress. 
In support of this proposition Mr. Carter 
•ays: 
it is not denied that congress, in the ex­ 
ercise of the power conferred upon it by 
the constitution to establish postoffices, 
and jKj-t roads, is clothed with tlie lull in ­ 
cidental power of regulating such offices 
and roads; in other words, 
m ail service. 
Nor is it denied that this incidental power 
of regulation embraces the power of so 
lim iting tfie carnage ot matter by m ail as 
t*> render tbat service practicable; and con­ 
sequently embraces a power of excludinz 
matter from tfie mails lor tliat purpose ami 
to that extent. 
W hat we do assert is that 
any incidental 
powers which 
congress 
m ay thus exercise must be such oply &*, in 
the

The legitim ate end is to furnish mail facil- 
itiei to the people ot the United States and 
tins means to ail the people of the United 
Slates. 
No argument will be ex)*eeted from 
Us to show that the power thus bestowed 
upon congress was not one to furnish mail 
facilities to such persons as congress might, 
from caprice or favor or any arbitrary m o­ 
tive. choose to grant them . 
The attem pt in 1839 to procure the en­ 
actm ent of a law to prevent the delivery 
Irom the poatofticc* ot alleged incendiary 
publications on the tubjectot slavery called 
forth an earnest debate tn the United States 
aenate. 
Webster at once seize*! upon the 
essential vice o f such ierislatioii. 
H e dc- 
c.ared "that congress^itad not the power, 
drawn rom the character of tfie paper, to 
decide whether it should be carried in the 
m ail or n o t/’ 
The same view was supported by Senat­ 
ors Davis of M&.-*acbu»eus, Calhoun ot 
South Carolina, Clay ut‘ > entucky 
and 
other*. 
There was no pretence made fcy 
any one participating in the debate that the 
m easure was in any way conducive to the 
end of e^tabliftiing a mud service. 
Mr. Carter cites innum erable decirions of 
the court in support of hi* propo-ition-. 
ami then goes on to ray that 110 one will 
a-^eit that congress has power 10 suppress 
lotteries any more than it has to suppress 
any other em ploym ent or pursuit, 
ll con­ 
gress iiad enacted a law directly forbidding 
under penalties trie carrying on of the lot­ 
tery business in any state, there w ould be 
no hesitation in any court iu declaring it 
to be unconstitutional. 
Inasm uch as a denial o f m ail facilities to 
persons wishing to carry on any particular 
pursuit iuuai, of necessity, so arin fp ed eit 
as to greatly abridge tfie extent to which it 
m av be carried on, and iu m any instances 
render it im possible, and a- the arcnment 
under notice asserts tlie absolute right of 
con_re»3*. in its uncontrollable discrttion, to 
refuse the facilities in any case (and such 
was Mr. Buchanan's view), it involves the 
assertion that congress has the ri'h t, by 
such action, to break up or im pede any 
business or em ploym ent.

And what was the liberty ot publishing 
which existed at the tim e ot the adoption 
of the constitution? 
It was the liberty of 
circulating printed matter in all

It included letters, newspapers and packets, 
i lie statute forbids the carriage by m ail 
,?.ny .newspaper, circular, pam phlet or 
publication of any kind containing matter 
concerning, it may be. a thousand subjects, 
it a !*o contai ns an v "advertisement 01 any 
lottery or gilt enterprise of any kind offer­ 
ing prizes dependent upon any lot or chance 
or containing any list of the prizes award­ 
ed at the drawings of any such lottery or 
grit enterprise.” 
Thus, no man can circu­ 
late a newspaper in any state except upon 
condition that he consents to forego the 
benefit to be derived from any such adver­ 
tisement, although 
IT MAY BE ENTIRELY LEGAL 
111 such state. 
Of course the conditions 
may, U tins be allow ed, be extended to any 
other advertisem ent relating to any busi­ 
ness or subject; and thus the power b d rect- 
ly asserted by this legislation of congress to 
control the character of the w hole newspa- 
j-er press; for 110 one will pretend that tha 
publication of newspapers is possible, on 
any large scale, it the benefit 01 the m ail 
service is denied to them . 
If this power 
exists, what utands in the way of excluding 
newspapers which contain matters advoca­ 
ting the tariff or free trade,os' the doctrines, 
or the candidates of a particular party? 
And still further: 
1 lie statute creates a 
censorship. 
Had it forbidden only the de­ 
positing in the m ail of the matter described 
it m ight be urged that every one was at lib­ 
erty to m ake such deposit, subject to the 
hazard ol being indicted and punished, 
and, therefore, that there was no previous 
restraint.

One learned judge, startled by the sweep­ 
ing scope of the language, which as clearly 
embraces the m ailing o f the prohibited 
matter to lottery dealers as by lottery deal­ 
ers, has declared it incredible that congress 
could have intended io punish a man for a 
crim inal offense who had sim ply written a 
letter to :» lottery dealer, even if it were to 
order a ticket, and ha,s cut down the statute 
so as lo lim it its prohibitions to lottery 
dealers.

T h e L a t e s t P r e v e n t iv e o f I n flu e n z a , 
The latest preventive of influenza is 
the use of tobacco amj cigars which 
have been soaked in quinine. 
Tlii* 
process ia declared to have, by tbo 
who btyve tried it, tlfe additional rec 
oipmendatiqi) tl^at it destroys tlie 
nicotine in tRe tobacco. I canqqt per­ 
sonally voqch for the efficacy of the 
expedient, but jt will be worth a trial 
by smokers, and will, at all events, b© 
found harmless. The cigars or tobac­ 
co should be soaked in a strong solu­ 
tion of quinine for four hours. The so­ 
lution should then be squeezed out 
and the tobacco be allowed to dry. 
Thus treated, enthusiasts on the sub­ 
ject consider that tobacco, instead of 
being harmful, as those who condemn 
smoking allege, is a valuable tonic, 
a1**! its arom a is yet unimpaired.

states. 
N othing is clearer tlian tliat the carrying 
on of a lottery, or the dealing in the lottery 
business, or wit!) a lottery, is. in every iu- 
fctance. an art done within a stale, and I lie 
power to ueciare such acts crimes, or to 
punish them as such, or to obstruct of im ­ 
pede them because thpy are crime?, 
is 
lodged exclusively with the state govern­ 
ments. 
They poss-csaed this power bofore 
the adoption o tlie constitution. 
They did 
not pan will) it by that adoption. 
Indeed, 
nothing was 
more 
sedulously 
guarded 
against by that instrum ent than the notion 
that tlie states had parted with any o: their 
governm ental rights over the conduct of 
their own citizens upon tlieir own soil, ex 
cept in respect to such concerns as were ex­ 
pressly intruded to tfie federal government. 
In respect to ail rights other than those 
thus excepted, that governm ent was tc be 
as absolutely powerless as if it were a for- 
•!gn slate. 
To Ik-how the language o4Mr. 
'hief Justice W aite in t l ie United M a t e s vs.

E lectricity is so mercilessly pressing 
the burglar th a t it looks as if he w ould 
soon he driven out of business. Doors 
and w indows are now rendered as sen­ 
sitive as electric b atterie can m ake 
them , and tw o m ethods have been de­ 
vised to prevent a pane of glass being 
cut out and an entrance m ade w ithout 
moving th e window sash. 
One is to 
sink a door spring into the floor un­ 
der the carpet directly in front of the 
window’, and a t 
night to place a 
chair so th a t one leg stan d s on the 
projecting brass rod, forcing it down 
and keeping the alarm circuit open un­ 
til som e one m oves the chair, which 
it would be im possible not to do in 
climbing through the windows. 
An­ 
other, and a very effective way. is to 
lay a piece of burglar-alarm m atting 
under the carpet in front of any win­ 
dow to be protected. 
B urglar-alarm 
m atting 
consists 
of 
thin 
strips 
of wool and springs, so arranged th a t 
any 
pressure on them closes the 
circuit. These m ats can l>e placed on 
the stairs or scattered about the 
house, and as the carpet covers them 
and there is n o t m eans of detecting 
their presence it is nearly an im possi­ 
bility for anyone to move ab out the 
house w ithout ringing the alarm , even 
if he could m anage to effect an en­ 
trance. 
The 
latest 
alarm system 
m akes these various devices active or 
inoperative by the simple pressure of 
a b u tto n . T his oj>erates a dro p th a t 
closes t he necessary circuits for p u t­ 
ting the whole system of alarm s in 
working order for the night.

tins has been done no one can enter 
the building, even if the wires leading 
to the door and window springs are 
in full sight. 
There is also a silent 
alarm connected to the police stat ion, 
but should this circuit become broken 
o r cut an audible alarm on the o u t­ 
side of the building still insures pro­ 
tection.

better. 
W hen the farm yields only a 
bare living and taxes, then the farm er 
is dissatisfied, and he has cause, for 
no m an of spirit in this age of the 
world is contented with a living. 
In 
this fact is found one d u e to the 
abandonm ent of a large num ber of 
farm s 111 Maine and V erm ont. 
J>uf it 
m ust he adm itted th a t it is a serious 
m atter to quarrel with a “dead sim-” 
living, scant as it m ay be. Discon­ 
tent leads to restlessness, and to un­ 
wise forsaking of w hat is in hand. 
Every year in some, if not in m any, 
p a rts of the east, the “ western fever” 
rages and claim s its victims. 
H asty 
m igrations have been m ade to some 
supposed lan 1 of prom ise in the west, 
and the result in m any cases was 
disastrous.

How to Form a P e rfe c t H edge 
To have a hedge dp its best, w hether 
deciduous or evergreen, it should be 
pruned 
twire a season. The first 
pruning shouid be done before growth 
has stopped, the second ab o u t the 
close of sum m er, after the length of 
growth has been com pleted for the 
season. On the m ethod Joseph Mee­ 
h an writes as follows in P ractical 
F arm er: A hedge to be perfect m ust 
be broader at the base th an a t any 
o ther p a rt. 
Sum m er pruning, th at L, 
the first one, is m ainly to thicken the 
hedge and stengthen the base. To do 
this, the to p and m ost of the upper 
branches are clipped off then, while 
the lower ones are touched blit little 
in an old hedge, and not a t all in a 
young one in 
which 
the 
shape 
has 
not been well 
formed. 
As 
soon as 
the tops are cut 
aw ay 
the sap flows to those 
remaining, 
greatly invigorating them . 
I 11 old 
hedges where shape and bushiness have 
already been attain ed , the whole of 
the hedge m ay fie trim m ed fiaek Vo, 
thicken it, hut let thy syvvrest cutting 
be at tjie top.. 
Foy every b ran d , cut 
off half a dozen new ones foyni,sq th a t 
in tim e the hedge, becomes so dgnse 
th a t a bir^I can hardly fly through it. 
After til? fir&t cutting there will bo 
m ore grow th m ade, and tips is allow ­ 
ed to grow pri as long as* it wifi. VVheq 
all grow th fia© stopped, whicfi wjll hg 
in Js ptepjber m the middle states, t He 
hedge is gone over again, and cut clean 
intp a 
good sfiape, which should 
neither be too round nor too pointed. 
In connection with this it m ay be said 
here th a t single trees should lie prun­ 
ed in the sam e way the hedge is. 
Bushiness comes from stopping the 
leading shoot s before they are done 
growing. 
Pruning in winter acts the 
other way, encouraging 
an 
e x tra 
strong top growth.

A b o u t O n io n s. 
The growing of onion sets is often a 
very profitable branch of gardening, 
and m ay be pursued with equal suc­ 
cess on either a large or sm all scale, as 
they can alw ays be m arketed readily 
in any q u an tity . There are tw o ways 
in which t he seta m ay be produced, 
and tw o distinct kinds ot onions are 
used in the process. One is from seeds 
of ordinary kinds of onions sown very 
thick, causing them to crowd each 
other and m ature early. This is as­ 
sisted by pulling up the young plants, 
laying them on the ground so th a t the 
top or green p a rt will die aw ay, and 
thus leaving a sm all perfect onion, 
such as is used for pickling, These 
sm all bulbs, if planted again the fol­ 
lowing spring, will grow on and form 
onions just as if raised from the seed. 
A large portion of onion sets, however, 
is the product of the “ to p ” or “tree 
onion.” 
'1 he onion has the singular 
property qf producing a t the to p of 
its flower ’ stalk, instead of seed, a 
m ass of small onions th a t are saved 
and used for sets. 
This so rt is hardy 
enough to stand out of doors all w in­ 
ter, and is the kind m ostly 
used by 
m arket gardeners for 
young green 
onions in the spring. T his is seldom 
used for the m ain crop, as it does not 
form so perfect a bulb js the other.— 
Seed and Harvest, Time.

to be off with their broods, foraging 
in d ista n t meadows and woodlands. 
This causes trouble, as they will often 
fail to return a t night and is disas­ 
trous to the young fowls in wet or in­ 
clement weather, T urkey poults are 
the m ost tender and sennit ive to wet 
and cold of any of our dom estic fowls, 
though when fully grown they become 
the hardiest of all. 


D airy C leanliness, 
The subject of dairy cleanliness is a 
m ost com prehensive one and goes way 
hack to tfie n atu re of the food and 
dtink taken into the stom ach of the 
cows. 
No m atter how careful in all 
subsequent processes, if you allow tlie 
cow to pasture a t th e m anure pile and 
to drink from bam -yard pools, you 
will not m ake pure, clean butter. 
P u rity of food and w ater are strictly 
essential, and so is the bodily cleanli­ 
ness of the cows. 
See to it th a t they 
have plenty of clean, fresh bedding. 


Profit In Dairying. 
A New York dairym an says th a t 
with cows which will produce 300 
pounds of b u tte r j»er year he can find 
a satisfactory profit in the business 
with b u tte r a t 20 cents a pound. 
As 
it is not difficult to c o n tract 
p ro­ 
duct of good danger a,t an annual 
figure in excess of this, it would appear 
th a t ther - is yet money in a t least 
one branch of farming.
